PEACE ELEMENT MAY RULE. 


The IBessage Will Present to Congress 


Only Entire Facts 
7of Negotiations, 


Pres,McKinley May Not Make Eecommendations. 


Spanish Courage Stiffened by the Queen 


Regent. Pope Has Not Spoken. 


(Special Dispatch to The Transcript,) 


Washington, D. C., April 4.—Naval offi- 


cers are figuring out the next move of the 
Spanish flfttilla. Th» news that the 
flotilla bad arrived at the Cape do Verde 
islands, over 2,000 mllea east of Porto 
Rico, where it was reported on Friday it 
had arrived, was received with joy by the 
administration. The general feeling i 
that this will give the government at 
least two weeks more time to make 
preparations for the impending confiioj^ 
Then, too, these two weeks may briflg 
Spain to terms and she may decide to 
accede to the demands of President Mc- 
Kinley. 


Advices just received from Madrid state 


• iat it will be Wednesday at the very 
earliest before the flotilla will be able to 
pat in its coal and proceed. Whether it 
will then go to Porto Rico and in danger- 
ous proximity to the United States is very 
much doubted. It is believed at the 
American legation at Madrid that the 
flotilla has not yet (11 o'clock a, m.) been 
given its orders by the Spanish ministry* 


The feeling among the most conserva- 


tive at Madrid is more peaeellke. They 
believe that Spain can meet the United 
States on grounds that will be satisfactory 
and that will be no detraction from her 
national dignity. In other words they 
are Inclined to think that Cabals not 
worth fighting for, as her resource* have 
been so much depleted. 


The feeling here is that the next few 


days may bring a peaceful solution. Th* 
fact that the flotilla went to Cape de 
Verde islands instead of Porto Rico i* 
looked npon as an indication that Spain 
will back down. The feeling haa gained 
ground that she is hanging off for money 
consideration to be offered bet. 


Spain not backing down, there is no 


doubt that the United States flyhurseraad. 
ron will t leet the Spanish flotilla be- 
fore it arrives at Porto Bico and either 
torn it back or demolish ft. This event) 
it is believed, cannot possibly take place 
under two weeks as at the best it would 
take the flotilla 10 or 12 days to make 
the run from Cape de Verde islands to 
Porto fiioo. 


Attitude at the Benate. 


Washington, April 4.—There is a con- 


siders ble element in the senate which 
is opposed to war except as a last ex- 
tremity, and there are several others 
who think them ought to be a delay of 
at least a week or 10 days before action 
is taken in congress in order to insure 
the safe landing of ships and war sup- 
tfies now on their way to this country 
from Europe. The committee on foreign 
relations is not Impressed with thin line 
of reasoning, and the members uf ge t&at 
Spain is no better prepared for hos- 
tilities than are we. The members of 
this committee do not expect the pres- 
ident's message before Tuesday and they 
are prepared to trait until Wednesday. 
Under great pressure there might be a 
delay beyond that time, but a request for 
such delay would cause great restive- 
ness on th« part of a majority of the 
committee. 


While deslrwu of giving the president 


all the time h* rmy actually require 
for the preparation of hi* message, the 
members are impatient of the outside 
influence which is being exerted to hold 
them In check. This pressure is in the 
shape of letters and t*legYans from peo- 
pie throughout thf country wtu> are op- 
posed to a war policy, and with these the 
members are 
being flooded. "Tti* 


writers," said a member of the com- 
mittee, "generally ask us to maintain 
an honorable peace. 
Of course we all 


want an honorable peace, but the time 
has gone when that could be secured 
under existing circumstances in Cuba. 
We cannot allowour conduct to be con- 
trolled by such expressions." 


Unless there should be a change tn 


the committee's conclusions after the 
president shall have been heard from, 
the resolutions reported will recommend 
the recognition of Cuban Independence, 
with a declaration of armed Intervention

Washington, April 4*~The opinion al- 


most universally held in Washington this 
afternoon by leading public men and di- 
plomats is that the crisis will reaoh its 
climax tomerrow and that the question 
of war or peace will be determined in the 
next four days. Senators and represent** 
tivei met and conferred all the morning 
about the gravity of the situation, and at 
the White House the President counseled 
with several members of his cabinet and 
other confidential advisers regarding the 
message which he 
la preparing to 


send to congress. At the state, war and 
navy departments active work was going 
on and altogether it has been a morning 
of suppressed feeling. 


No day has' yet been announced when 


the message is to be sent to congress, 
and all thatjpBms to be certain this after- 
noon is thafritwill go in tomorrow,or 
more probably Wednesday. It may per- 
haps be delayed until Thursday. IB ad- 
dition to the physical work of prepara- 
tion and the complaints upon which, the 
President expects to rest America's case 
With the world, there are other reasons 
why those in charge of the war prepara- 
tions would welcome every hour's delay- 
War material which we buve ordered 
abroad IB not yet shipped and the factories 
in this country, which ale at work day 
and night making powder and projectiles, 
are anxious for delay. Borne of the fac- 
tories in Connecticut with contracts have 
telegraphed urging all the delay possible* 


There is still a divergence of opinion as 


to what the president will recommend in 
his message. Indeed there seems to be 
still a question as to whether the presi- 
dent will make, any specific'recommenda- 
tions. Some of hit-most intimate friends, 
however, assert emphatically that his 
recommendations will be specific and 
vigorous, and such that Us party and the 
country would willingly follow where he 
points the way. One of these said this 
morning that the president in his strong 
desire for peace and his earnest hope that 
war might be avoided, was yielding some- 
what to the sentiment of the leaders of 
bis party and the country. He has not 
given up hope yet that hostilities may be 
averted. 


Fleet Hot at Porto itico. 


Madrid, April 4.— The tdfpedo flotilla 


haa reached the Cape de Verde islands, 
and is to remain there for the present. 
The flotilla will be convoyed to Cuba by 
a squadron composed of the Emperor 
Chaflei V of S235 tons, the Alfonso XHI 
of 6000 tons, the Infanta Maria Teresa 
of Tfteo tons, said the Cristobal Colon of 
6S40 tons. It has also been decided by 
the government t& send the Viscaya and 
Almirante Quendo, both of 7000 tons, 
back to Havana. They will receive or- 
ders to this effect as soon as they eight 
Porto tUco.

The 
people do not wish war or, rather, they 
are indifferent, as they have always one 
in progress somewhere and do not regard 
a war with the Unitei States as different 
from the others. The feeling that exists 
here exists also throughout the provinces.

for tidings from relatives and friends 
in the flooded town. 
Nb attempt at an 


accurate list of the lost was possible, 
however, and the crowds stood all ntght 
before the bulletin boards on which were 
posted tta meagre reports , being re- 
ceived. 


Shawneetown has a population of 


about 2000 inhabitants and IB situated on 
the west bank of th* Ohio river. The 
streets were parallel with the^ river, the 
principal business street being but two 
blocks distant from the water. The 
level of the river IB about 15 feet above 
the city, and the levee bank is about 20 
feet thick. When the river is at its 
normal stage it is 1000 feet wide at this 
point. A tremendous pressure is brought 
to'bear on the levee during freshets. 
Several years ago during a flood the 
water flowed over the levee and the 
streets were under two feet of water. 
The levee was strengthened and built 
up afterward, 


SIGNIFICANT WORDS OF SAGASTA

London, April *.—Tne Maana corre 


spondent of a local paper was accord- 
ed an Interview Sunday with the Span- 
ish premier, Mr. Sagaata, on the situa- 
tion as he looks upon It.

The lots to be sold 
will, it is expected, bring enough to pay 
for all the land and the improvements 
and the interest on the investment, so 
that ultimately the enlarge ment and im- 
provements will cost the town nothing. 
This plan has worked well in other places 
and it is believed it will be equally satis- 
factory here.

TThat Hag Been Done In the Rainy River 


District. 


[Special Correspondence.] 


DULTJTH, March 21. — Phenomenal 


progress marked tbe goldfields in the 
Rainy river district of western Ontario 
during the last year. The genuineness 
and permanence of the ore bodies were 
fully established and a front rank in 
bullion production is now only a ques- 
tion of time and capital. 


These goldfulds as prospected up to 


date cover a territory 850 miles long 
and from 60 to 100 in width, 'ifaey ex- 
tend from Port Artbnr on Lake Superior 
westward to the Manitoba line and from 
the international boundary to tbe O. 
P. R. and on northward, presumably 
clear to Hudson bay. 


Mining men divide the geographical 


district of Rainy river into the follow- 
ing mining districts: Lake of the 
Woods, Lower Seine river, Manitou 
lake, Lake Minnetakie and Sawbill lake. 
The gold bearing belt is traced clear 
through to the Atlantic coast by the 
Jackfish bay and Michipicoten districts 
and the goldfields of Nova Scotia. 


The ores are chiefly quartz, highly 


free milling and impregnated with iron 
and copper pyrites, ziuo blende and 
galena. The average of tbe product pec 
ton of the eight principal mining dis- 
tricts of the world is $7 in gold. The 
average per ton for western Ontario in 
1896 was $9.16 per ton. The bullion 
output for 1896 was $131,848, an in- 
crease of 250 per cent over 1895. The 
official figures fcr 1897 are not yet ob- 
tainable, bnt for the last three months 
of that year the bullion outpnt was at 
the rate of $400,000 per annum. Con- 
servative estimates for 1898 plaoe the 
outpnt at $750,000, bnt excellent au- 
thorities are confident it will reach the 
$1,000,000 mark. 


At the beginning of 1897 only one 


mill was regularly running night and 
day and that was the Sultana, with ten 
stamps, at Bat Portage. At the close of 
the year there were 240 stamps. It is 
assured that this year 300 stamps will 
be dropping night and day between Port 
Arthur and the Manitoba boundary. 
Excellent authorities say it wonld not 
surprise them to see 600 stamps in place 
and working steadily except in, a few 
casos where there is not ample develop- 
ment. Lack of that up to date has hand- 
icapped several mills. 


The Sultana mine, eight miles from 


Rat Portage, is tbe pioneer. It has a 
now 80 stamp mill pounding night and 
day on $15 ore. The mine baa 1,800 
feet of development and the main shaft 
is down 885 feet. Stoping is now under 
way on an ore body 50 feet wide. An 
offer of $1,600,000 for this property was 
refused by the owner, John F. Galdwell 
of Winnipeg, last fall. 
Tbe bullion 


product is abont $80,000 per week. 


The Mikado, on Shoal lake, abont 60 


miles from Bat Portage, is a wonder. A 
year ago last Angnsf • mill toat of less 
than 300 tons gave bullion valued at 
116,000. This last Angut tbe first run 
of 16 days with 90 ttampt, on 800 tons 
of rock, 100 tons of wbiob were barren, 
gave $16,000. Tbe second run yielded 
f 1,000 per day and now the mill turns 
out from $4,000 to $8,000 per week of 
•ix days. Tbe first year of operation 
will pay for tbe entire investment and 
100 per dent OB_the mptfe} ateok. 


TJ» OffMrlMIUincAad Mining com* 


pany started «p the Keewatin redaction 
works Jan. 1. This is a onstom mill and 
,tba 10 stamp* will be increased to 60 a* 
BOOB as business permits. Ore will be 
barged on tbe Lake of tbe Woods to the 
mill and the management claims that 
with its water power it can pay costof 
barging and tben treat tbe ore more 
cheaply than the mines having thejy 
own mills. Several minus will treat all 
their ore at this mill and claim holders 
can make development work pay all or 
a part of itself and require no heavy 
capital. 


The Begina mine, 46 miles from Bat 


Portage, is down 400 feet in 7 feet of 
ore that runs from $10 to $18 in gold. 


The Foley mine on Shoal lake in tbe 


Lower Seine river district has 1,300 
feet of development, a 16 drill air com- 
pressor plant and a 30 stamp mill. The 
main shaft is down 350 feet in 8 feet of 
$10 ore. ,The location has 30 veins, 
some of them much richer than the 
one the most worked. 


The Olive mute ou Little Turtle lake 


in this district has a narrow vein, but 
the ore runs from -$45 to $GO per ton. 
A two stamp mill first installed turned 
out enough bullion to pay for the entire 
investment. 


The Hammond gold reef in the Saw- 


bill district rivals the Homestake and 
Alaska Treadwell. There is a mammoth 
ore body of altered granite 500 feet 
wide, carrying from $6 to $12 per ton 
in gold. A ten stamp mill will have its 
capacity increased to 60 stamps this 
spring. 


The Sawbill mine in the same dis- 


trict has over 800 feet of development 
and a main shaft 225 feet deep. The 
vein at the surface is S*^ feet wide, but 
in one drift on the bottom level widens 
ont to 7 feet. An increase in width and 
gold values with depth is a characteris- 
tic of veins in the Rainy river district. 
This ore is a white quartz, carrying 
iron and copper pyrites, visible gold and 
is highly free milling. The latest re- 
port states that 93 per cent of the gold 
is being saved by amalgamation and 
that the concentrates hardly amount to 
enough to pay for saving. The ore runs 
from $10 to $15 in gold per ton, and 
the stamp capacity of this mill will be 
donbled at once.

NAVAL HEROES WHO ARE ALSO MEN 


OF SCIENTIFIC ACHIEVEMENT. 


OaptelD K*MM la One of the Hair 


Beat Poated Hen Llvlnc a* to Steel. 
Captain SampaoB'e AU Roca* QoaUtlee.

XBW YQBK, April «.~ [Special.] — 


"Fighting Bob" Etans, now in command 
•t Key Wei*, la one of the moot popular 
men in America today, and that is nil 
tight, tot he li manly, brave and has the 
frank, outipoken nature that generally 
goei with them qualities. But he la a good 
deal more than a fighting man and bad 
he not cast hit lot with the navy must, in- 
evitably have rlien to a pteoe of promi- 
nence a> a scientist and inventor and prob- 
ably alio would have been very success- 
ful as a buiineea man. 


Katnrally he ha§ directed hli scientific 


studies along naval lines, and it thus falli 
out that he IB one of the half dozen most 
accomplished eJperta in iteel in tbe entire 
country. Like almoit every other officer 
in the navy, he hai bad to ipend a good 
deal more time ashore than at sea. Much 
of this has been devoted to tbe building of 
tbe vessels which arfe now under his 'com- 
mand, and bis knowledge of naval con- 
struction, marine engineering and the 
like is almost equal to his information re- 
garding steel. 


"gome years ago when Captain Evans 


WM engaged most of tbe time in the in- 
spection of tbe steal for the battleship In- 
diana, which he was afterward to com- 
mand," said a civilian expert in steel to 
the writer yesterday, "we used to think 
hita possessed of dome sort of intuition re- 
garding the quality of the metal. It seemed 
as if he had the power fairly to smell a 
piece of bad steel, and, while he frequently 
rejected billets after wnat would have been 
vety inadequate examination by any one 
else, it was never possible to show that a 
single piece rejected by him was really 
good steel." 
A 


Captain Sawpion'a All Bonnd Qaalltiea. 


Captain Sampson, though not nearly so 


picturesque as Captain Evans, is much 
more of an all round man, and his scien- 
tific work, of which he has done a-plenty, 
has not been SO closely connected with the 
building of naval vessels. At tbe naval 
academy be stood No. 1 in everything on 
graduation and wore the indication there- 
of on his left arm that makes a No. 1 man 
a "four striper." At the beginning of the 
war he saw duty with tbe Potomac flotilla. 
In 1868, however, owing to tbe scarcity of 
competent instructors, be was detailed'to 
duty at tbe Naval academy. From this 
cause he was stationed from 1860 to 1864 
at Newport, whither tbe academy had 
been removed for the time being for safe- 
ty's sake. Bis conduct when tbe Pfttapaco 
was blown up, mentioned In this cor- 
respondence tbe other day, was such as to 
show his intrepidity and trustworthiness. 
Bis duties since the dose of the civil war 
have probably been moa» varied than those 
of any othet naval officer. 


Perhaps the most out of the ordinary of 


all his services, seeing that he is a naval 
officer, was performed in 1878, when he 
was temporarily detached from the navy 
and sent to Crwton, wy., to observe a to- 
tal eolipie of the son. In 1861 he was made 
assistant superintendent of the Naval ob- 
servatory, where he effected great improve- 
ments in the method of time signaling. 
Jwt before that he had represented the 
United States in the International merid- 
ian conference, and bis work as a member 
of this body won President Arthur's spec- 
ial commendation. In 1&84 he was put 
in charge of the torpedo station at New- 
port, and, being at the same time 'a mem- 
ber of the coast defense board, was obliged 
to perform the duties of both places at 
once. Tw6 years later be was made super- 
intendent of the Naval academy, but was 
not only not relieved ot hit duties on the 
coast defenses, but was made a member of 
the international marine convention in 
addition. The threefold duties crowded 
him for time so hard that he was obliged 
to do bis work as superintendent at night, 
but there was never any complaint that 
he was ever lacking in thoroughness. 


Bis Old Teacher and Hia Young Son*. 
Captain Sampson once told a New York 


acquaintance that he was taught to be 
thorough by the principal Of the Palmyra 
(N. Y.) classical school in 1866. Sampson 
was a student at that school then and a fa- 
vorite with the principal, whose name, as 
I remember it, was farmer. When Profess- 
or Farmer understood that young Samp- 
son had been promised a place in tbe Naval 
academy, he set out to give the lad a spe- 
cial course of training. Never did teacher 
and pupil work harder to attain a certain 
point than those two, and never was man 
more gratefully remembered by another 
than Professor Farmer has been by Cap- 
tain Sampson. I am told that the professor 
is still alive, aged 85, though be ceased 
from Gchoolteacbing long ago, and is pass- 
ing his declining years somewhere in 
Maine. 


Captain Sampson's two boys, Ralph 


Epri and Harold, aged 11 and 8, are -the 
life of the Sampson home at Glen Ridge, 
on the edge of Montolal*, tbe Jersey sub- { 
nib where the captall's family are living 
while the boys passf through their early 
schooling. Both lads expect to follow their ' 
father in the navy, and each expects one 
day to tieTtta admiral. Their pride in their 
fathet is a good thing to see, bnt it was 
dampened somewhat when they were told j 
that in taking charge of the north Atlantic j 
squadron he Would give up personal com- 
mand of the battleship Iowa. The older 
boy bolted the room at once on hearing 
this news and later was found in tears 
over the thought of the change.

Ino Joys and Sorrow " Ueht House- 


keeping—A Quaint 
Graceful 


Design— Potato . 


A woman who evidently finds that 


the joys greatly overbalanced the Hor- 
rows of light housekeeping in her case 
writes entertainingly on this subject in 
Good Housekeeping:

A 
light touch, dainty dexterity ib cooking 
processes, a careful attention to '< < 
details, ingenuity in finding pirn 
things, orderliness and precis 
in 


keeping them there—all these arc

lutely essential. The woman with ag- 
gressive elbows, who makes a nervous 
dive for this thing, a fiealike hop for 
that, whose skirts swe^ away every 
thing within a radius of six feet, who 
cannot be in the room with stove black- 
ing witbont decorating ber nose or 
cheek with a streak of it, and whose 
hands and wrists are perpetually scarred 
with burns from tbe oveu door—this 
sort of woman should never attempt 
light housekeeping if she wishes to pre 
eetve her reason. 


On the other band, tbe woman who 


cannot so far depart from tbe traditions 
of ber "foremotbers" as to keep ber 
carving 
knife, can opener, kitchen 


spoons and such small articles in one of 
ber sewing machine drawers if need be 
and make equally incongruous disposal 
of other minor articles of household use 
would fail to appreciate its joys and 
would find its undoubted inconveniences 
real aorrowa 


A philosophical spirit is necessary, 


and absolute freedom from tbe iron- 
bonnd traditions of one's early bring- 
ing up and from that sort of primness 
found in people of both sexes, but for 
want of a better name called "old maid- 
ishneas."

Light housekeeping is 
like olives 6* & sea voyage—yon like it 
or you don't There is no happy middle 
course. 


Polnta About (sfaoaroai. 


Macaroni is a uwful diih at tbis sea- 


eon, but how to cook it ia little under- 
stood by tbe average American cook. 
An Italian authority tells tbat tbe best 
Italian macaroni is made of semolina. 
It requires longer bdili&g and gives tbe 
best return in quantity. When tbe wa- 
ter is strained off, this quality will 
stand good for a certain time if kept in 
a dish ovet hot v^ter, wherea* the 
cheaper torts, in which generally flour 
is mixed, if not Consumed at once, go 
into fragments and lose taste and shape.- 


Macaroni must be boiled first, and a 


good fire must be ready beforehand. 
Cooks who will take .their utensil from 
tbe fire—to pat on some more coals— 
and thus stop the boil, will spoil any 
macaroni, bdwever good its quality 
may be. Macaroni requires plenty ot 
water to cook well. A gallon to a pound 
of macaroni is not too much. The wa<> 
ter must be salted first to taste, and 
when in fall boil the macaroni must be 
put in and frequently stirred in order 
to .prevent it getting into 6 mass. 


As to the time, it depends upon tbe 


quality of tbe macaroni employed and 
tbe taste of the persons who eat it. 
When macaroni is cooked -to taste, a 
glass of cold water should be thrown in 
the pan immediately so as to atop the 
boil and all the water strained off in a 
colander as quickly as possible.

THE SHADOW OF 


The Spanish crisis nears its climax. By 


Wednesday it is thought that it will cer- 
tainly be reached. While the obanoes are 
very much in favor of war, tbe chances 
for a peaceable outcome are by no means 
to be overlooked. The most important 
event that has transpired since Saturday 
is the fact that tbe Spanish flotilla went 
to Cape de Verde islands instead of Porto 
Rico as was reported. This is taken to 
Indicate an indecisive and uncertain at- 
titude upon the part of Spain. Whether 
the flotilla proceeds thence to Porto Rico 
a very few days will determiue. At the 
best the first naval engagement is two 
weeks distant. Under the present con- 
ditions the flotilla will never be allowed to 
reach Porto Rico. 


Meanwhile the greatest pressure is 


being brought to bear upon both this 
country and Spain to avert hostilities. 
War cannot be avoided unless Spain re- 
cedes from her position. The stand of 
the United States for a cessation of hos- 
tilities in Cuba and the independence of 
the island will be maintained at all haz- 
ards. It is Spain's move or her last sov- 
ereignty in the western ocean will be 
crushed. The outcome in any event will 
be the same. It is simply Spain's choice 
as to how it will be done, whether by 
force or voluntarily. And Spain must de- 
cide at once.

In spite of foreign conditions since the 


destruction of the Maine, Dun's Review 
•ays that failures in the past three 
months are smaller 
than in the first 


quarter of any year since 1888 The ratio 
of defaulted liabilities to 
payments 


through clearing bouses has been the 
smallest since 1881. The average of liabil- 
ities per firm in bnsine&s has been the 
smallest since 1880, ani the average of li- 
abilities per failure has been lower than 
eyer before. Rates for money have ad- 
vanced, and the 6 per cent, which used to 
be the ruling rate in active times again 
prevails. 


It is admitted that unliquidated mer- 


chandise balances against Europe were 
far larger than bankers bad expected, and 
March export* from New York 30 per 
cent, larger than last year, in spite of 8 per 
cent, increase in imports here, indicate a ) 
further merchandise balance of about 
(28,000,000 for that mouth. 


Tbe outgo of breadstuff's continues. For 


the past five weeks from both coasts the 
exports have been 16.592,917 bushels, 
against 8,228,256 last year. Wheat has de- 
clined slightly, but corn has advanced 
one-quarter cent for tbe week. Cotton 
has advanced an eighth, because of tbe 
idea that production may be reduced, al- 
though receipts from plantations thus far 


ahave been greater by about 700,000 bales 
than in 1895. At the three chiet markets 
wool sales have been only 1,466,500 
pounds for the week, and about a fifth or 
last year's for the quarter. Prices of wool 
are in all markets only nominal. 


The demand for boots and shoes con- 


tinues, and shipments have been 10 per 
•ent. larger for March, but after the ex- 
traordinary buying of late, the new 
orders are limited. Leather is In very 
•mall demand, and hide* at Chicago have 
declined about 8 per cent, on the average.

No Repetition of the Scenes of 1814 IS Pos- 


sible Now — Submarine Minei In th« 
Potomac—The Defente* Becently Con* 
•trncted—Onr Preparations For War. 


WASHINGTON. April 4.—[Special.]—The 


national capital ia safe against Spanish 
attack. There will be no repetition of the 
scenes of 1814, when foreign soldiers 
camped in tbe American statebouse and 
gutted the residence of our presidents, 
Washington's best defense is in its geo- 
graphical position, nfany miles inland. 
The 'Potomac is navigable for medium 
sized naval vessels, but its channel Is 
narrow aud tortuous, and no enemy will 
hazard hie ships on a desperate voyage to 
attack Washington. In all probabilities 
they would be caught in a trap and never 
be able to get out. American ingenuity 
would find the way to destroy them before 
they could regain the ocean. 


But Washington has flpBer defenses. Op- 


posite the tomb of Washington at Mount 
Vernou is a fort named after the first pres- 
ident. It ia of modern construction, occu- 
pying a commanding hilltop, and its guns 
sweeping for many miles up and down the 
river. Here there are 10 inch rifles which 
could be depended upon to sink any vessel 
that came within range. 
There are also 


some 15 inch guns of the old patterns, and 
they are still capable of working tremen- 
dous havoc. Fort Sheridan, a short dis- 
tance toward Washington from Mount 
Yernon, is also equipped with modern 
guns. 


Snbmarln* Mines. 


In tbe Potomac, at safe distance from 


the Capital City, Is a plant of 11 submarine 
mines, each torpedo containing 600 pounds 
of high explosives. Tbe exact location of 
these mines is a well kept government se- 
cret, but it is known that they are planted 
in a narrow channel which the enemy's 
fleets would be compelled to keep in for 
depth of water. No Spanish warships will 
ever pass this plant of explosives. If they 
get that far, they will meet then tbe fate 
wbioh overtook tbe Maine in Havana har- 
bor. 


Those mines were but recently plaoed in 


position, and what has been done here has 
boon done at every seaport along the At- 
lantic coast. Both by land and eea the 
United States is now ready to meet tbo 
Spanish attacks. In the last two months 
our war and navy departments have ac- 
complished a large part of tbe work which 
should have been attended to years ago 
and would have been attended to bad oon- 
gress given the department tbe money. 
Wonders have bsen accomplished in tbo 
last 30 flays, or since tbe 100,000,000 ap- 
propriation bill was passed by congress.

A month ago, bad Spain attacked na 


then, she would have found us ill prepared 
for war. Our coast defenses were not 
manned, and there wore not enough skilled 
men to work the big guns. Now the gum 
are\ in place all along the coast, nnd the 
men are there trained to operate them to 
best advantage Thirty days ago our naval 
vessels were short of powder and projec- 
tiles. Then tbo majority of the ships could 
not have fired moro than two or three 
rounds. Now tbeir magazines are full. 
Thousands of tons of ammunition have 
been procured, a largo number of guns 
were bought in Europe, four ships wera 
purchased in foreign yards and 2,000 men 
have been enlisted. 


This is rapid progress on a big soalo, but 


It measures only a part of what has been 
accomplished. A month or more ago I in- 
formed the readers o£ your paper of tha 
preparations for war that had thor. iu ri 
made. Our government has been 
ro- 


bandod. It has been at work foi 
:>y 


months. It was early determined 
1) , the 


officials of the administration tlvt tney 
would not be caught napping. Tho gieat- 
est activity, of course, ha<s been in the last 
SO days, but if it had not boen for the pru- 
dent forethought which brought our ships 
home from foreign stations and which 
hastened work on all vessels out of com- 
mission tbe efforts of the last month could 
not have been so effective. 


The resources of the country have been 


drawn on in sweeping fashion. Not only 
have revenue cutters and lighthouse tend- 
ers been turned over to the navy depart- 
ment, for use as dispatch boats, but the 
government has purchased 18 fast tugs, 
five or six yachts and three torpedo boats. 
All of these are no"7 available, and tbe 
greater part of tflfein are today attached to 
one of the big fleets, either at Key West or 
Hampton Beads, or will ba at their post 
within a day or two. 
, 


The Ifavy. 


Our navy is now stronger than It ever 


was before. Not even in the days of the 
civil war did it possess so much effective- 
ness, though it wns then cornpoped of a 
greater ndniber of ships. The only part 
of tbe world where^ wo have ships, save 
within striking distance of Cuba cr along 
our own coasts, is on the Asiatic station, 
where it seems only prudent to keep a fleet 
of reasonable power. All our ships, as I 
informed you weeks ago, have been with- 
drawn from the Mediterranean, where 
they were no longer needed on account of 
tbe Armenian troubles and where tbey 
might have been caught in a trap by the 
fleets of tbe enemy. The only station from 
which ships have not been drawn is tbe 
Asiatic, and one factor there was the great 
distance— some 16,000 miles of steaming. 


Two vessels, one of them the great bat- 


tleship Oregon, bnve been ordered from 
tbe Pacific station and are now on their 
way around Gape Horn, a voyage of about 
14,600 knot*. In a month we shall have 
along our Atlantic coast and near Cuba 
an array of ship* which will exceed in 
fighting effectiveness the entire navy of 
two years ago. There will be four first 
class battleships and one second class, two 
armored cruisers and four monitors. The 
foregoing are the fighters and will be 
pushed to the front where the heavy work 
is to be done. Next in Importance is the 
ram Katahdin, and then the triple screw 
Columbia and Minneapolis. There will be 
eight or nine vessels of the cruiser and 
gunboat type and perhaps ton torpedo 
boats. In all these will be 33 fighting 
•hip*, ten being torpedo boat*. Add the 
auxiliary craft, fast yachts and tugs, etc., 
and tbe squadrons will present) in all about 
50 craft, from the giant Iowa and Oregon 
down to tbe fleet little Vesuvius and Cash- 
ing.

SWORD 2,000 YEAR8 OLD. ] 


Presented by the Crar of Rnuia to Pres- 


ident Johnion. 


I. P. Farmer, the county surveyor of 


Columbians county, 0., who resides at 
Lisbon, has in his possession one of the 
rarest historical specimens in existence. 
It is an old Damascus blade which, it la 
claimed. Is over 3,000 years old. It Is of 
crude design and workmanship and was 
mode entirely by'hand, the irregularity of 
its linos proving more conclusively than 
anything else its antiquity. 


Shortly after the assassination of Presi- 


dent Lincoln an unsuccessful attempt was 
made upon the life of the czar of Russia. 
A fieet of American warships was sent on 
a cruise across the ocean and incidentally 
carried a message of congratulation to 
Russia's ruler fronj President Johnson. 
Assistant Secretary of the Navy fox ac- 
companied the squadron on board tha 
Miantonomob, commanded by John J. 
Cornwell of Lisbon, O. Secretary Fox waa 
presented with the sword by the czar In 
person, as a token of hia high esteem, ac- 
companied by the following speech: 


"I present ti you, sir, as the represent- 


ative of ono of the foremost and mightiest 
of modern nations, this saber, as a ma- 
terial appreciation of your nation's high 
regard for my welfare and safety. Through 
ages it has been treasured in the archives 
of my fathers as a semblance of the mighty 
races that swayed the destinies of future 
generations on the shores of the Mediter- 
ranean ; it was carried through scenes of 
carnage which marked the upbuilding of 
the powerful sovereignty of western Asia 
and has outlived the kingdoms it helped 
build." 


The ancient treasure was accepted by 


the secretary, with an appropriate re- 
sponse, and as the float stcaiaed out of the 
Kussian port bo presented the sword to 
Commander Cornwall. 


While the fleet was off Toulon, France, 


Commander Cornwell died suddenly of 
heart failure. The vessala pulled in at .be 
port and a telegram waa sent to Paris tot 
a burial casket. A squad, of marines unlcr 
command of a lieutenant was sent on 
shore to receive the casket from the train 
and convey it aboard the dead command- 
er's vessel. The casket missed connections, 
but the sailors, who were unaware of the 
fact, hustled a casket which arrived on 
the train off to the ironclad. The fact that 
the box was quite oeavy did not excite tha 
suspicion of tbe sailors and alter it had 
been taken to the cabin the mate opened 
the cover. Consternation reigned on board 
when there waa disclosed the body of • 
beautiful young lady, burled in a wealth 
of 
flowers. 


The lid of the casket was hurriedly re- 


stored to ita place, and preparations wero 
promptly made to return the body to the 
depot in Toulon, fiad the story of the al- 
leged seizure had spread, creating Intense 
excitement in the French port, and a city 
official was preparing to board the Ameri- 
can warship with a search warrant. Ex- 
planations were made, but the mistake 
came near causing an International dis- 
ruption. 


The-French newspapers characterized 


the actions of tie American sailors in the 
most scathing terms, assuming that the 
taking of the body of the young lady waa 
a prearranged plan. 


Commander Cornwell was burled at 


Toulon, and the old aword waa given into 
bis widow's keeping, and she in turn pre- 
sented it to her brother-in-law, Mr. Farm- 
er. 


The blade is 22% inches long and 1 inch 


wide, tapering to a point. The hilt is made 
of horn, ornamented with twisted brass 
wire, and is as bard as adamant. Tho 
crgcspiecos ara of leather, tipped with ebeot 
brass. The scabbard is as interesting as 
the blade, being fashioned from wood, 
with a sheet brass covering. It was orna- 
mented in crude style by indents of a 
pointed tool. Near the hilt, on the blade, 
are a number of odd characters resembling 
ancient Hebrew inscriptions.—Philadel- 
phia Times.

He is c 
methodic as Anthony Trollope and writs- 
whether in town or country so many pagu 
and no more a day and then cycles, boats 
gardens or chats with friends who conn 
down to Trlol to pass the afternoon. The 
house there was at first a one story road 
side cottage, with a room to right and led 
of the little hall. Addition after addition 
have made it quite a big place. The gar 
den has been widened and lengthenec. 
down to tho river, where there is a boat 
house. Zola is owner of an Island facing 
his garden. The fine furniture greatly ties 
him down. It represents, with the villa, 
tho Interest of so much money that he 
thinks ho cannot afford to summer uulese 
at Trlel.

1 WAflHOterow, April &—The spirit of 
hazard in this sermon is arraigned by Dr. 
ffalmage, and the downward path of tha 
gamester is plainly pointed out; text, 
Acts 1, 10, "Aceldama—that is to say, the 
field of blood." 


The money that Judas gave for surren- 


dering Christ was used to purchase a 
graveyard. As the money was blood mon- 
ey, the ground bought by It waa called in 
tho Syriac tongue Aceldama, meaning 
"the field of blood." Well, there is one 
word I wont to write today over every 
race coarse where wagers are staked and 
every poolroom and every gambling saloon 
and every table, public or private, where 
men and women bet for sums of money, 
large or email, and that is a word incar- 
nadined with the life of innumerable vic- 
tims—Aceldama. 


Tbe gambling spirit, which is at all 


times a stupendous evil, ever and anon 
sweeps over tbe country like an epidemic, 
prostrating uncounted thousands. There 
bas never been a worse attack than that 
from which all the villages, towns and 
cities are now suffering. 


While among my hearers and readers are 


those who have passed on into tbe after- 
noon of life and the shadows are lengthen- 
ing and the sky crimsons with the glow 
of tbe setting sun, a large number of them 
are in early life, and the morning is com- 
ing down out of the clear sky upon them, 
and the bright air is redolent with spring 
blossoms, and the stream of life, gleaming 
and glancing, rashes on between flowery 
banks, making music as it goos. Some of 
yon are engaged in mercantile concerns as 
clerks and CKiokkeepers, and your whole 
Irfe is tb be passed in the exciting world of 
traffic. The sound of busy life stirs you as 
the drum stirs the fiery war horse. Others 
are in the mechanical arts, to hammer and 
chisel your way through life, and success 
awaits you. Some are preparing for pro- 
fessional life, and grand opportunities ara 
before you—nay, aomedf you already have 
buckled on the armor. But, whatever your 
age and calling, the subject of gambling, 
about which I speak today, ia pertinent. 


A Worldwide firtJ. 


Some years ago when an association for 


the suppression of gambling was organized' 
an agent of tbe association OB me to a 
prominent citizen and asked him to pat- 
roniite the society. He said: "No; I oaa 
have no interest in snch an organization, 
lam in nowise affected by tbe evil." At 
that vety time his eon, who was his part- 
ner in business, was one of the heaviest 
players in a famous gambling establish- 
ment. Another refused hia patronage on 
the same ground, not knowing that bia 
first bookkeeper, though receiving a salary 


I of only<$4,000, was losing from $60 to $100 


{ per night. The president of a railroad 


company refused to patronize the institn- 


1 tion, saying, "That society is good for the 


defense of merchants, but we railroad peo- 
ple are not injured by this evil" — not 
knowing that at that very time two of his 
conductors were spending three nights of 
each weak at faro tables in New York. 
Directly or indirectly this evil strikes «t 
the whole world. 


Gambling is tbe risking of something 


more or less valuable in the hope of win- 
ning more that yon hazard. The instru- 
ments Of gaming may differ, but the prin- 
ciple is the same. The shuffling and deal- 
ing cards, however full of temptation,lsnot 
gambling unless stakes are pat up, while 
on thfa other hand gambling may be oar; 
ried on without cards or dice or billiards 
or a tenpin alley. The man who bets on 
horses, on elections, on battles, the man 
who deals in "fancy" stocks or conducts a 
business which hazards extra capital or 
goes into transactions without foundation, 
but dependent upon what men call "luck," 
is a gambler. 


Whatever you expect to get from your 


neighbor without offering an equivalent in 
money or time or skill is either the product 
of theft or gaming. Lottery tickets and 
lottery policies come into the same cate- 
gory. Bazaars for the founding of hospi- 
tals, schools and churches, conducted on 
the raffling system, come under the same 
denomination. Do not, therefore, associ- 
ate gambling necessarily with any instru- 
ment or game or time or pl&cs or think 
tbe principle depends upon whether yon 
play for a glass Of wine or 100 shares of 
railroad stock. Whether you patronize 
auction pools, French mutuals or book- 
making, whether you employ faro or bil- 
liards, rondo and keno, cards or bagatelle, 
the very idea of tbe thing is dishonest, for 
it professes to bestow upon you a good for 
which yon give no equivalent. 


The Curse of Centuries. 


This crime is no new born sprite, but a 


• haggard transgression that comes stagger- 
ing down under a mantle of curses through 
many centuries. All nations, barbarous 
and civilized, have been addicted to it. 


But now the laws of the whole civilized 


world denounce the system. Enactments 
have been passed, but only partially en- 
forced, and at ti&ies not enforced at alt 
The men interested in gaming bouses and 
in jockey clubs wield such influence by 
r.holr numbers and 
affluence that tbe 


judge, the jury and the police officer must 
33 bold indeed who would array'them- 
'.clves against these infamous establish- 
ments. The house of commons of Eng- 
and actually adjourns on Derby day that 
nombers may attend the races, and in the 
icAt circles of society in this country today 
.ro many hundreds of professedly respect- 
tttle men who are acknowledged gamblers. 


Hundreds of thousands of dollars in this 


hnd are every day being won and lost 
I trough sheer gambling. Says a traveler 
through the west, "I have traveled 1,000 
liilos at a time upon the western waters 
aid seen gambling at every waking mo- 
nent from tbe commencement to the 
trminntion of the journey." The south- 
vest of this country reeks with this sin. 
In some of those cities every third or 
ourth housa in many of the streets is a 
Darning place, and it may bo truthfully 
-,verred tdat each of our cities is cursed 
vlth thlsovil 


Men wishing to gamble will find places 


jiist suited to their capacity not only in 
the underground oyster cellar or at tha 
table back of tho curtain, covered with 
jreasy cards, or in the steamboat smok- 
ing cabin, whore tho bloated wretch 
with rings in his ear^ deals out bis pack 
and winlTa in tiic unsuspecting traveler, 
providing froo drinks all around, but in 
glided parlors and amid Korgeons sur- 
roundings. This bin works ruin first by 
providing an unhealtbf ul tnmulnnt. Kx- 
iitemont is plcasuroable. bader every sky 


and in every one men have sought It. We 
must at times nave excitement. A thou- 
sand voices in our ntaturo demand It. It 
is right. It is healthful. It is inspiriting. 
It is a desire God given. Bub anything 
that first gratifies this appetite and hurls 
It back in a terrific reaction is deplorable 
and wicked. Look out for the agitation 
that, like > a rough musician, in bringing 
out tbe tuno plays so bard ho breaks down 
tbe Instrument. God never made a man 
strong enough to endure tha wear and taar I 
of gambling excitements.

bles and takes up in a dice box the estate 
won by a father's lifetime's sweat and 
shakes it and tosses it awey. Iritemper- 
anoe toon stigmatizes its victim, kicking 
him out, a slavering fool, Into the ditch at 
sending him, with the drunkard's hic- 
cough, staggering up the street where bis 
family lives. But gambling does no* in 
that way expose its Victims. The gamble* 
may be eaten tip by the f ambler's passion, 
yet yon only discover it by the greed to bis 
eyes, the hardness of his features, the 
nervous restlessness, the threadbare coat 
and his embarrassed business. Yet be is 
on the road tb ruin, and no preacher's 
voice or startling warning or wife's en- 
treaty can make him stay for a moment 
bis headlong career. 


The internal spell Is on him, » giant is 


aroused within, and though yon bind hlih 
with oablea they would part Mka thread, 
and though /Sm fabfcen him seven times 
aronnd wlthfcbains tht$ w6nld snap like 
rusted wire, and though y6n piled up in 
bis path hdaven high Bibles, tracts and 
sermons and on the top should set the 
cross of the Sen of God, over them all the 
gambler would leap like a roe over the 
rocks on his way to perdition.

Again, thia sin works ruin by killing 


industry. A man used to reaping scores or 
hundreds of dollars from the gaming table 
will not be content with slow work.

the dice?" You never knew a confirmed 
gambler who was industrious. The men 
given to this vied spend their time not ac- 
tively employed in the gama in idleness or 
intoxication or sleep o* in corrupting new 
victims. This sin' has dulled the carpenter's 
saw and out tbe band of tbe factory wheel, 
sunk the cargo, broken the teeth of the 
farmer's harrow and Sent a strange light- 
Ding to shatter the baitevy of the philoso- 
pher, tbe very first idea to gaming id at 
war with all the industries of society.

Any trade or occupation thaji is of use Is 


ennobling. The street sweeper advances 
tbe interests of society by the eleanlintiea 
effected. The cat pays for the fragments it 
eats by clearing tbe house ot vermin.,Tho 
fly that takes the sweetness from the dregs 
of the cup compensates by purifying the 
air and keeping Back the pestilence. But 
the gambler gives not anything for that 
which he takes. I recall that sentence. He 
does make a return, but it is disgrace to 
the man that be fleeces, despair to his 
heart, ruin to his business, anguish to bis 
wife, shame to his children and eternal 
wasting away to bis soul. Be pays in tears 
and blood and agony and darkness and 
woe. 


What dull work is plowing to tbe farm- 


er when in tho village saloon in one night 
he makes and loses the value of a summer 
harvest 1 Who will want to sell tapes and 
measure nankeen and cnt garments and 
weigh sugar when in a night's game he 
makes and lose* and makes again and 
loses again the profits of a season? 


John Borack was sent as a mercantile 


agent from Bremen to England and thia 
country. After two years bis employers 
mistrusted that all was not right. He was 
a defaulter for 937,000. It was found that 
he bad lost in Lombard street, London, 
$89,000; in Fulton street, New York, $10,- 
000, and in New Orleans $8,000. He was 
imprisoned, but afterward escaped and 
went into t>a gambling profession. He 
died in a lunatio asylum. This crime is ' 
getting its lever under many a mercan- 
i 


tile house in our cities, and before long 
down will come tbe great establishment, 
-crushing reputation, home comfort and 
immortal souls. How it diverts and sinks 
capital may be inferred from some authen- 
tic statement before us. The ten gaming 
bouses that once were authorized in Paris 
passed through tbe bunks yearly 886,060,- 
000 francs. 


Source of Dishonesty. 


Furthermore, this sin is tbe source of 


dishonesty. The game of hazard itself is 
often a cheat. How many tricks and de- 
ceptions in the dealing of the cards I Tbe 
opponent's band la ofttlmes found o'nt by 
fraud. Cards are marked so that they may 
be designated from the back. 
Expert 


gamesters have thoir accomplices, and one 
wink may decide the game. Tbe dice have 
been found loaded with platina so that 
doublets come up every tine. These dice 
are introduced by tbe gamblers unob- 
served by tho honest men who have come 
into tbe play, and this accounts for the 
fact that 99 out of 100.who gamble, how- 
ever wealthy when they began, at the end 
are found to be poor, miserable, haggard 
wretches, that would not now be allowed 
to sit in the doorstep of tbe bouse that 
they once owned.

New York, March 30.—No club such 


as the New York Athletic club exists 
either in this country or abroad, the 
purpose of the club bem 1 confined to 
the advancement of athle* it. The pio- 
neer club of America is nc ) the leading 
club in the world, whetho fiewed from 
en athletic point of view : ^om a club 


erected later, was the scene of the first 
athletic meeting held in America. Ath- 
letes were few m those days, and the 
idea of a man wasting time practicing 
for running was a subject for ridicule, 
so that athletics merely existed for sev- 
eral years, and the first real start was 
made when the club, having put 'up a 
good boathouse on the Harlem be- 
tween the bridges, leased the piece of 
property behind it on which to lay out 
a track. It. was a very crude affair 
compared with present day tiacks and- 
appointments, but it was handy to the 
boathouse, and half in fun and half 
in earnest some of the members took 
hold of the track sports. 


On the Harlem grounds were held the 


first of the many series of games which 
constituted the championship events 
for the United States and Canada, and 
these first grames were held on Oct. 12, 
1876. The club grew rapidly after that, 
and as the track was small and ob- 
jectionable on account of the grade in 
the 100 yards a move was made to 
the flats on the northern side of the 
river and the grounds named after the 
nearest railroad station, Mott Haven.

standpoint, while its history is that of 
ittnietits in this country, and some of 
us doings are world's history. Thirty 
years ago last September the New York 
Athletic club was duly organized in the 
city of its name, the prenatal period of 
incubation being performed in the 
bachelor apartments of W. B. Curtis 
and John C. Babc-ock, who then resided 
"up town," at the corner of Sixth ave 
nue and Fourteenth street, now a busy 
pait of the city. At these quarters the 
strong men of the city held weekly 
gatherings to test their ability on the 
machines Curtis had for lifting, and it 
v, as at these meetings that the idea of 
copying the lately formed athletic club 
of London v. as broached. A call was 
issued for a meeting to be held at the 
Knickeibocker cottage, a fa\unte resort 
for English sapper*, at Sixth avenue, 
near Twenty-eighth street. This cot- 
ia.se was on? of the old roadhouses in 
the much yuungcr days of the city and 
is still standing, though disfigured by a 
change of name to that of its French 
proprietor. 


The meet'ns nf nthletes was held on 


Axis'. 27, 1368, temporary officers elected 
and committees appointed, and on Sept. 
8 following: the regular organization 
took place, the first officers being: J. 
Edward Rubsell, president; John C. 
Babcock, 
vice president, 
Hemy A. 


Heirs, secretary; Henry E. Buermey- 
er, treasurer. It was decided to hold 
an athlatic meeting in November, and 
the building then standing at Third 
avenue and Sixty-third street, where 
the American institute building was 


Here a quarter mile cinder track was 
laid out, and athletics became decidedly 
popular owing to the increasing mem- 
bership of the club. 


It is now 23 years since the Mott 


Haven grounds were opened, and to the 
present day athlete it may be interest- 
ing to note what were the best rec- 
ord performances of that day. 
From 


the Rowing and Athletic Annual for 
the year 1875 it is learned that M. E. 
Burns held the 100 yards record at 10*4 
seconds and the quarter mile at 54% 
seconds. 
George I. Brown was half 


mile champion, with a record of 2m. 
7%s., and the best mile was that of 
the Canadian W. L. Allen, 4m. 52s. 
D. M. Stern held the walking records of 
one mile in 7 minutes, two miles in 16m. 
12s. and three miles in 24m. 45s. The 
high jump record was 5 feet 6 inches, 
made by A. C. Rosseau, a Canadian. 


It was at the Mott Haven grounds 


that the first open handicap was held 
for amateurs, but not, as has been fre- 
quently stated', by the New York "Ath-

letic club. The club would have noth- 
ing to do with handicaps, the officers 
alleging that some would get too much 
start and ignoring the fact that in the 
scratch races some one was always a 
sure winner. The 'then secretary, A. H. 
Curtis, was not of that opinion and 
readily Joined two outsiders in the at- 
tempt to give an open handicap, the 
outsiders being E. M. Brandt'and the 


undersigned, and on July 29, 1876, the 
meeting was held. It was a grand suc- 
cess, the club having lent all assist- 
ance in its powe.r, and with 60 starters 
in the 100 yards and equally good fields 
in the other races there was no lack of 
sport. 


Up to this period of its existence 


the New York Athletic club had no 
town house, the winter arrangement 
being made with John Wood to permit 
members to practice in his gymna- 
sium and, later, on a floor in Koster & 
Bial's 
Twenty-third street 
building. 


Something like a blight now struck the 
club, which fell behind so much that it 
was a ques'tlon whether it could sur- 
vive. Just prior to the election of 
March, 1882, the membership had run 
down to 123, and there was not money 
enough to even pay the track rent. One 
member ad\ anced the cash for that, and 
another guaranteed a note for other 
necessary expenses. A. H. Curtis was 
asked to run for the presidency, but de- 
layed his answer and meanwhile came 
to the conclusion that William R. Trav- 
ers was the man, but as he was only up 
for membership he could not be nomi- 
nated. However, Mr. Curtis persuaded 
the late D. Henry Knowlton to stand 
till Mr. Travers might be named. 
Knowlton was elected by a large ma- 
jority, and Mr. Travers was admitted 
to the club. Mr. Herman Oelrichs was 
next called upon by Mr. Curtis to get 
Mr. Travers' consent to be president. 
It took him a whole evening to get the 
desired consent, but he got it, and at 
the next club meeting Mr. Knowlton's 
resignation was accepted and Mr. Trav- 
ers elected president. Mr. A. H. Curtis 
had been made vice president. 


Then came the boom. Mr. Oelrichs 


alone put on nearly 100 members, 
among them being A. V. de Goicouria 
of the Stock Exchange, and it was 
through him that so many of the Wall 
street men joined the club. The rush 
for membership was similar to the re- 
cent one of the Democratic club of New 
York. Then came the demand for a 
clubhouse suitable to a membership of 
1,500, and the clubhouse at Sixth ave- 
tyie and Fifty-fifth street was the re- 
sult. Mr. Oelrichs was chairman of the 
house committee and gave at the open- 
ing on Feb. 5, 1885, a banquet which 
cost him $5,000, 
Men of today little 


know that the thought of malting Mr. 
Travers president was the turn of the 
tide in the New York Athletic club, and 
to A. H. Curtis belongs the credit of 
turning the tide. 


With plenty of money flowing into 


the treasury the members wanted a 
better athletic ground than the sandy 
Mott Haven track, and in 1888 the 
property now known as Travers island 
was purchased and fitted up .for ath- 
letic and rowing purposes, in addition 
to being a country house for many 
members in the summer. Here are 
the best equipped athletic track to be 
found anywhere and the best athletes 
in the country, for every man is anx- 
ious to get on the N. Y. A. C. team if 
he can show ability good enough to be 
accepted as a.n athletic member and 
take part in the good times at the is- 
land during the summer. 


The greatest thing that the club has 


done was the winning of the match 
against the London Athletic club in 
1895. This resolved itself into an inter- 
national match, each club agreeing to 
permit of elections to membership after 
the challenge was accepted. The -pick 
of England, with but one exception, ran 
at New York that fall, and against 
them the N. Y. A. C. had the best this 
country could supply. The result was 
i complete series of wins in every event 
on the programme. The credit of this 
achievement is due to B. C. Williams, 
who originated the idea and as chair- 
man of the athletic committee carried 
it out to a successful issue.

THE NAVY, 


Popular Amusements of Offi- 


cers and Men on Bpard 


Uncle Sam's Ships 


of War, 


Washington, March 29.—What amuse- 


ments do the officers and sailors of the 
United States navy have when in port, 
at sea or on squadron, as with the pres- 
ent one at Key West? 


The first have their receptions, offi- 


cial and otherwise; the delights of the 
theater and the ballroom and social 
courtesies when ashore, but on board 
ship ordinarily they do not have as 
much "fun" as the men under their 
command. Dignity and discipline must 
be preserved at all hazards, and if the 
lively ensign wishes to sing or the still 
youthful feeling lieutenant commander 
has a tantalizing desire to waltz the 
expression of the craving must only 
be in the seclusion of his room or in 
the still hours of the night watch on 
deck and then sub rosa. 


But with the subordinate it is quite 


different. The'regular routine of Jack 
Tar's life keeps him pretty continu- 
ally employed. There are the meal- 
times, the morning and evening "quar- 
ters" for inspection, the care of his 
hammock and bedclothes, the needful 
mending of his clothing, the ordinary 
ship's drills, gun practice, broadsword 
exercise, in which he goes through the 
fierce details of repelling imaginary 
"boarders," and even "stick exercise,*7" 
which is a sort of fencing with Ion?, 
slender sticks like blackboard pointer*" 
Then there ate boat practice and mant-u- 
vering, in which is considerable row- 
ing, and a boat's crew must always be 
alongside when the vessel is in or near 
port to take officers and men to and 
from the shore. 
The captain's gig, 


which has a separate crew of two or 
more relays, must be in ooristant readi- 
ness for the call of "th* monarch of 
the quarter deck." 
< • 


Still xthere are hours of leisure when 


at anctibrage, and if the sailor has been 
"good" he is allowed certain brief stays 
(leave of absence) ashore one or two 
days in the week. To him the confine- 
ment of the ship has become irksome, 
and the freedom of an^afternoon on 
land is a delight in itself. He can then 
enjoy himself as he pleases, but the fre- 
quent brawls in which he formerly be- 
came engaged while making- the rounds 
of the dance halls and drinking saloons 
are rapidly becoming things of the 
past. The modern warship makes him 
less of a laborer, for there is no more 
reefing sails, "clewing up" "and hauling 
at ropes. Machinery performs many of' 


voices. At least one of our prominent 
actors and two of our favorite tenors 
have come from the ranks of the "or- 
dinary seamen." At times they give 
concerts and, entertainments that will 
compare favorably with any minstrel 
hall presentation. 
The writer has 


heard some, at which the officers, their 
wives and friends were present, that 
were superior to certain vaudeville bur- 
lesques. 
The exhibitions are usually 


given on the gun deck, which will be 
tastefully adorned with flags, bunting;, 
crossed swords, stars and other de- 
signs of wreaths and cutlasses, framed 
engravings and bric-a-brac, so that the 
stern, warlike interior of the ship is 
completely hidden from view. There are 
good clog, jig and even fancy dancers 
among the wearers of Uncle Sam's blue, 
and some of the graduates of this prac- 
tical school are now on the boards of 
music halls and variety theaters.

There is every chance 
for the attainment of muscular power 
and physical skill, advantages that are 
generally fully appreciated, but to the 


York, one of the best known horsemen 
in the east, has under consideration the 
holding of a trotting meeting which 
will be a copy of a running meeting as 
far as that can be accomplished.

The change will not be 
merely the giving of dashes, but it Is 
contemplated to have th^e decided at 
various distances. The fast nonstayers 
will have a three-quarters of a mile 
race, while to satisfy the men who have 
stayers there will be races as long as 
two miles and a half, the idea being to 
break away from the monotony of the 
present system, which New Yorkers 
seem to have no fancy for. 


Still more novel will be the Introduc, 


tion of handicaps on the principle in 
vogue abroad. A handicap in England 
or France is arranged by giving starts 
according to the merit of the fcorse en-

^As individuals, North Adams people 
are not lovers of dirt and it is probable 
that as a city they will refuse to tolerate 
uncleanlineas in the matter of the Main 
street pavement.
